Suit Filed — Challenge Rent Allowence — 


The San Francisco Neigh= 
borhood Legal Assistance 
Foundation in conjunction with 
the Alameda County Legal Aid. 
‘Society today filed suit in San 
Francisco Superior Court 
against the Director of the 
State Deapartment of Social 
Welfare and the county wel- 
fare directors of San Fran- 
cisco and Alameda Counties 
stating that welfare recipients 
are forced to pay much more 
for housing than the Welfare 
Department gives them for 
rent, Welfare recipients can- 
not secure decent housing for 
the unrealistic rent allow- 
ances now contained in wel- 
fare budgets. The suit asks 
that the Court order the State 
Department of Social Welfare 
to revise the existing rent 
allowances to accurately re- 
flect the minimum cost of 
safe, healthful housing in Cali- 
fornia, 

The named plaintiffs could 
not get housing for the wel- 
fare figure and are paying 
approximately $50 a montt 
more than the welfare allow- 
ance for their present apart- 
ments, For example, Mrs, 
Lucille Ivy and the eight child- 
ren in her household are ex- 
pected under the State welfare 
schedule to obtain housing for 
no more than $73 per month 
while Mrs, Joy Clark and her 
family of five are budgeted 
for a rent of $66 per month, 
However, they are forced to 
pay rents of $125 and $135 
a month, respectively, 


Introducing 


The State standard indicates 
that Mrs. Evelyn -. George 


Should find housing for no 


more than $62 per month, 
whereas Mrs, George is now 
paying $80 per month for an 
unsafe and overcrowded 
apartment and would have to 
spend $115 per month for safe 
and healthful housing in Ala- 
meda County. 

Because these recipients 
and countless others are 
forced to pay higher rents than 
the State schedule, the fam- 
ilies of these recipients suffer 
great hardship since they are 
forced to live in unsafe and 
unsanitary housing or, in the 
alternative, live in safe and 
healthful housing and pay their 
rent by taking money from 
the balance of their welfare 
grant, 

The suit alleges that the 
State rent allowance standards 
are invalid because they vio- 
late State regualtions and State 
law. Specifically, the rent 
standards are required by 
State law to insure welfare 
recipients safe and healthful 
housing, The present allow- 
ances, which are in many 
cases one-half of the amount 
needed to secure such housing, 
are in clear violation of the 
State law. The suit also alleges 
that the State standards are 
invalid because they were ad- 
opted without any notice of 
public hearing, thereby deny- 
ing welfare recipients and oth- 
ers an opportunity to present 
accurate infomation with re-

Frustration In Community Service 


Sam Jordan, a long time 
resident of the Bayview-Hunt- 
ers Point finds participating in 
community activities a contin- 
ual uphill battle of frustrating 
problems. 


Recently Sam attempted to 
give some assistance to the 
youth who reside in the area 
of his catering and restaurant 
service on Gilman, near Alice 
Griffith and Candlestick Park. 


He observed that the large 
number of youth were without 
work or any recreation, and 
generally becoming dis- 
couraged, even to the point of 
“‘taking hate out on each 
other’’. Andunder the circum- 
stances of nobody caring for 
them they are falling into 
trouble; getting a rough time 
from everybody; and some 
even committing senseless 
vandalism. 


One instance being the tak- 
ing of a pay phone which net- 
ted, it is alleged, a mere $2 
versus the fact that such an 
act could have brought more 
serious trouble. 


Some of the youth are also 
taking their own frustrations 
out on the local merchants. 
Even business men, ike Sam, 
Even business men, like Sam, 
who have attempted to treat the 
youth with respect, versus 
those other merchants who 
have not been either experi- 
enced in dealing with the youth 
or simply out of touch with the 
situation, have been moving 
out after going to lengths to 
help neighborhood youth. 

But Sam refuses to move. 


saying - that ‘‘moving does not 


solve anything,” and besides, 
he adds, ‘‘its my community 
and I love the people in it.” 


Sam is also the first to ad- 
mit that the problems and 
frustrations of the youth are 
not their own making, and also 
exist in all areas of town. 
But he also stresses the need 
for complete community co- 
operation to come out of the 
mess and solve such commun- 
ity problems, 


Part of the youth’s com- 
plaints is that, to them, most 
merchants in the area are 
“*Tom’s’’ who are out of touch 
with the youth, The local Alice 
Griffith EOC office it is al- 
leged, is in general seen in the 
same light, being “‘run by a 
Tom’ who ‘‘does not know the 
score’’ and as they put it, 
“got their own thing going... 
we are cut out,” as the youth 
put it. 


Sam’s own experience 
seems to verify some of this 
same frustration and real lack 
of total community concern. He 
has had little or no luck in 
attempting to work with par- 
ents and residents inthe com- 
munity. In often even going to 
the parents of the very youth 
he was in contact with he ran 
into a blank wall. From other 
local community resources he 
received some talk but, it 
seems, little action. 


Even in cases where trouble 
arose, the police seemed to 
have been of little or no as- 
sistance. Although he attempt- 
ed on occasion to cooperate 
with them he received nothing 

in many ways Sam 


feels that they really are re- 
luctant to get involved. 


PROGRAM BUT NOWHERE 

One temporary sign of good 
news came when he was dis- 
cussing the problem with some 
other friends and business 
contacts. Inthe process he was 
able to get set up, through the 
local phone company, the im- 
mediate possibility of em- 
ploying youth in servicing 
phone company cars—such 
as washing, repairs, and other 
general maintainence work— 
which included the possibil- 
ity of further training for the- 
local area youth in a business 
they themselves could own and 
run. 


But Sam could not get any 
local cooperation out of the 
adults, and sadly to say, no 
parent support either. 

And so today Sam is some- 
what cynical about the future. 
Even his own establishment in 
the 900 block on Gilmon, with 
a busted light fixture and a 
broken front door reflects the 
dilemma. 


A dilemma which might point 
up the urgent and immediate 
need on the part of a majority 
of adults for some genuine ef- 
forts, other than just talk, to 
solve a problem that is hurt- 
ing everybody. 


Sam also regrets that the 
present action of the youth 
seem to be mostly hurting 
themselves. As he puts it, 
“they misinterpret Rap Brown 
and the Panthers, and Malcolm 
X, even though they wear their 
buttons”, *, the results are dif- 
ferent. :.

Black History. 


Slave Revolts 


_A disgusting myth in most 


history books is that the black 
salve in America did nothing 
in protest of his bondage. Far 
from that. History is spotted 
with many slave revolts, al- 
though none of them did suc- 
ceede, they are worthy of 
note. Over a period of three 
hundred years, mid-1600 to 
mid-1800 over a hundred sep- 
arate such revolts did occur, 
which did not include a high 
percentage of revolts which 
took place while slaves were 
being stolen from Africa, 

Some of the initial revolts 
were in the north. In New 
York an uprising in 1712 had to 
be quelled by a militia in which 
twenty-one black persons were 
executed. In another in 1741 
(same city) thirty-one black 
and five white persons were 
also executed as participants 
in the revolt. 


One of the largest attemp- 
ed southern revolts took place 
in the year 1800. In Rich- 
mond, Virginia involving ele- 
ven hundred black slaves who 
attempted to destroy the city. 
But they were betrayed. Their 
leaders were Gabriel Prosser 
and Jack Bowler. Both, along 
with thirty-three others, were 
executed, 

One slave leader was a Den- 
mark Vesey, of South Carol- 
ina, after having purchased his 
freedom in his spare time he 
studied the French Revolution 
and other slave revolts. Then 
in 1822, after years of plan- 
ning and study, he organized 
a slave plot to seize Charles- 
ton, But he was also betrayed. 
He was arrested along with 
one-hundred and thirty-nine 
other blacks, of which forty- 
seven, including Vesey were 
executed. The rest, including 
several white men were de- 
ported. 


NAT TURNER 
But one of th most im- 
portant slave revolts was that 
led by Nat Turner, often de- 
scribed as a mystic whose 
actions itis alleged were based 
on a vision that he had been 


chosen by God to lead his 
fellow slaves. .to freedom 
against the white oppressors. 

His revolt actually did throw 
the south into some turmoil. 
It was called the Southampton 
County Insurrection. 

In 1831 in August Turner lead 
a small band into the county 
on the night of the 2lst. The 
initial victims were his own 
master and some members 
of the white household. From 
there they took arms andgrew 
into an organized band. Ac- 
cording to accounts they killed 
ten men, fourteen women and 
many children until the re- 
volt was broken a day or two 
later. Turner then went into 


hiding while the entire south 


feared some sort of a full- 
scale revolution. He was later 
captured and executied in No- 
vember. In the period of his 
hiding over three thousand 
troops were used to track 
him and his group down. 

Trouble and anxiety even 
after Turner’s death did not 
die down. Now very vividly 
the nation knew that blacks 
were willing to kill and give 
their lives for freedom. Some 
believe that Turner’s revolt 
led to John Brown's raids much 
later on. 

Revolts also consisted of 
other forms of rebellion 
against their white captors. 
Such methods as work strikes 
or slowdowns, sabotage, sui- 
cide, and excapes took place 
from the very beginning and 
up to the time of the Civil War. 

One of the most pathetic 
forms of revolt was when 
mothers would often smother 
their newborn rather than see 
them grow up in slavery. But 
many runaways got some re- 
venge during the war when 
their units, segregated by the 
north, did fight against the 
southerners to free their 
brothers. Little did they know 
how long a fight that wouldbe, 
even today... 
(Based on THE NEGRO PIL- 
GRIMAGE IN AMERICA, by

Housing Law Revision 


Recently San Francisco Public Housing Authority Executive 
Director, Eneas J. Kane, called for some revisions in the 
basic Federal law which in 1937 set up low-rent public 
housing. 

According to Kane, ** Public housing was created in 1937 
according to a formula that fitted the needs of 1937.’’ He 
also gave some recommendations for the ‘*re-writing’’ of 
the basic Public Housing Act and requests for other measures 
concerning present operation costs. But there is one particu- 
lar area which he did not spell out. This involves the whole 
present concept of public housing in America. j 

Either out of neglect or mere oversight persons in some 
prominance in public housing, including one of the original 
founders of public housing, have failed to come to grips "‘® 
the real basic problems. 

It is not directly a problem of ways and means to finance 
such housing but one of human relations. In reality and very 
obviously such structures as housing projects are nothing but 
the worst form of planned segregation. Like its social counter- 
part, welfare, public housing does very much to contribute 
to an image of public stygma for those residents who have 
or are still living under such housing. 

When public housing was initially createdit was the express 
purpose of the designers to segregate ‘*according to ethnic 
groups and other racial differences inorder not to bring about 
possible conflict.” 

Yes, in the beginning, in the midst of the New Deal, plan- 
ners were about the work of furthering the patterns of seg- 
regation, although with the very naieve motive of attempting 
to avoid a larger problem they either did not know of or did 
not wish to face. But what has become worse is that again 
along with the idea of a ‘welfare community’ they literally 
built a community which was set apart from the rest of 
society. It might be just barely possible for a welfare re- 
ceipient to disguise the fact that they are on welfare, but 
impossible for the resident of some housing project to like- 
wise go home without letting everybody else know where they 
live. 

The second trap which public housing has gotten into is even 
worse then that which role is now being played by most of 
welfare (ie, the welfare syndrome—generation after gen- 
eration of families who stay on some sort of aid program). 
In the case of public housing there is almost no so-called 
followup or rehabilitation programs for possibly eventually 
getting a family into better housing and off this sort of ui 
support. Today the method of evictions is the only sort ‘ 
‘follow up’ given to receipients of public housing (ie. for 
non-payment for rent in a ‘‘low rent’’ housing situation.) 

As to the stygma of a housing project, there has been 
some attempt to altar the situation by providing housing rent 
subsidies which enable a family to rent a flat, apartment 
or even a house through the local housing authority (sub- 
lease), thereby avoiding a lot of any such stygma of being 
identified as a person who must or has to live in a housing 
project. At this point the program seems very commendable, 
but it is not large enough and as said before even here there 
are no programs for followup. 

By follow up we would consider that part of the responsi- 
bility for providing public housing for low-income situations 
should also necessitate a program whereby the receipient would 
not stay in public housing any longer then was necessary for 
acquiring more adequate housing. This would necessitate some 
sort of phasing out date for public housing residents in which 
time with the assistance of public housing could be able to 
secure better housing. This would obviously also include 
job and possibly education consueling by public housing or 
in conjunction with other agencies in the areas of education 7 
and employment, 

To leave a person in public housing is today to sentence 
them to another form of social prison for the ‘outcast’. No 
more housing projects should be built—anywhere, anytime— 
this includes the present boom in senior citizens’ apartments 
being built. These too are just more good examples of seg- 
regation and social exclusion on a very official and public 
scale which should bring shame to all of us. 

To hope for such changes or alterations in concepts @ 
dead is almost too far fetched, though realistic.

White Racism Within 


The dictionary describes and defines the word subtle in 
such terms as ‘crafty,’ ‘wily,’ ‘designing’, ‘sly,’ ‘difficult 
to detect’ and ‘as action in an insidious way.’ That is why we 
‘can term the use of white racism in our society as subtle, 
and a long subtle history it has had. 


An elementary school in Hunters Point is a good example 
from many points of view, besides it being in a ghetto neigh- 
borhood run mostly by white teachers and administrators who 
are ‘‘something else’® who do not think “‘them people will 
ever be of any significance,’’ it goes by the name of Jedediah 
Smith. Now Smith was a trapper who roamed over California 
‘™more than a century ago, he was also noted for his explora- 
tions and so-called discoveries, 


Long before Smith, or any other white man ever set foot 
in ‘California, there lived many tribes of Red men. Before 
being eliminated by “‘civilized’’ white men, these men for 
hundreds of years lived and hunted and worked the land for 
food and clothing. We know for instance that their exploits 
carried some Red men even into the mountains, Serra Nevadas, 
often to settle and live. Of course, unlike the white man, they 
left no evidence that they ravaged and tore up the scenic 
beauty in all those years as compared to the short time 
it took white man to make such a mess. White man, you see, 
is credited with ‘‘conquering’’ those mountains, like he has 
conquered everything else. 


Infact it is Jedediah Smith who is specifically credited 
with being “‘the first man to conquer the Sierra Nevadas’’. 
That is, those Red men who were there first obviously, by 
white historical terms, are not men. And it seems that 
this has been always the case. 


Such obvious distortions are not even now reluctantly 
admitted by the most white liberal historians who today still 
are fighting over which of two other men discovered America, 
a Viking or an Italian, both white, of course. Such ostrich 
heads will make a subtle clarification and state that dis- 
coveries and exploits are in the context of the **civilized”’ 
peoples. Meaning, it seems, that those peoples whitey does 
not believe to be civilized are some sort of ‘‘savages’’ less 
than human, or in another real sense, anybody who ain’t white. 


And the sad fact is that every one of our history books 
is reeking of this white racism logic and all their civilized 
nonsense. Our children are still being lied to with our support 
of the present public (white) education. 


On one hand what makes people think civilization is some 
sort of a virtue. It was civilized peoples who also contributed 
social diseases, plagues, bigger and better wars, genocides, 
the atom bomb, racism, just to name a few. 


The point is that neither present historians or any white 
in control plans on changing their attitudes or correcting 
their history. Mainly because such a setup is the basis for 
their whole philosophy and way of life. White racism is the 
air they believe, the food they waste, the way they hate, and 
even the manner in which they try to love. 


All this is part of what is being challenged in the jungles 
of Vietnam, in the American ghetto, among migrants working 
fields for not enough to eat, and evenironically in some West 
Virginia hill community where poor whites, unfortunate not 
to have been born into the rightfamily, now scrape for pieces 
of coal to survive.

just that—an individual, We begin with the basics, so that 
before anything else, people will know how to work with each 
other. Originally, the Real Great Society started with Puerto 
Ricans, But we soon found out that if it?s a Real Great Society 
we want to create, we are going to have to work with other

Se we’re working with others, as long as they realize that 
we all have something to offer. As Chino, our president, 
says, ‘Every man is not equal. Every man is great]’’ 

Chino is president of the Re | Great Society, He made it 
as an individual.

We wanted 
business. So now we have a night club called the Fabulous 
Latin House and a leather goods store called the Leather 
Bag. 

We also wanted an education that was related to the things 

we wanted to accomplish and was right for people who couldn’t 
make it in the existing school system. So we made our own 
school, the University of the Streets, These are some of 
the dreams we made into realities, 
- But what?s even more important in the Real Great Society 
is that now people can begin to do what they want to do, 
Now they struggle and know that the struggle is worthwhile 
because everybody is doing it together.

Sacramento Visit 


It takes around two hours, about 90 miles, to get to 
Sacramento from Hunters Point. But in some ways the dis- 
tance seems a lot further; and whatever: a state capitol 
means for poor people seems less clear. The name, Sac- 
ramento, we are told, comes from a religious term having 
to do with a sacred and holy place, to this we have to agree, 
‘are you kidding?’ 

The day was June 19th, or better known to black people 
as June Teenth, that day when technically all black men were 
free in the United States of America, On that particular 
day in 1968 it was apoor peoples’ demonstration in the capitol 
of one of the richest states in the United States. People asking 
to be free, people demanding (their right) to be treated as 
free men and women, as human beings. 

There is no doubt that California is rich, she displays 
her wealth with great pride. Yet yearly more people join 
its state aid programs. The life spanofits migratory worker— 
depended upon for his labor to pick and harvest the great 
valleys of crops he cannot enjoy—stays at just barely 41 
years. Former California citizens, the Spanish speaking Amer- 
icans, wait in vane for a voice in public affairs. The original 
American, the Red man, has a hard time keeping what little 
waste land he was pushed on to by white men. And, through 
years of official lies the Black manstillhas an unemployment 
rate of two to three times the rest of the population. A state 
where unionism fought one of its last and finest battles, right 
here in San Francisco, for the “‘rights of the working man’’, 
only to quickly turn their back on so-called ‘minorities’ to 
become the largest, outside of the churches, of the in- 
stitutions which practice segregation. 

These of course were not the only reasons that can be 
given for hundreds of poor to travel from Hunters Point, from 
Watts, from Richmond and from other ghettoes all the way 
to Sacramento in what- was their symbolic way of making 
what seems to have been a futile protest. We can only say 
symbolic and futile because the deck is always stacked against 
the poor. This is a fact of life and far from a neurotic state- 
ment. The poor cannot afford a like lobby to protect what 
what few rights they are always fighting for. Those with it will 
go on having the further advantage, having a jump on others 
with their money and representation to protect their selfish 
interests which will be espoused in the grand terms of ‘free 
enterprise’, ‘individual initative’, property right and other 
terms generally dehumanizing. 

Officially in all quarters the poor are a public stygma. 
Always the brunt of cheap jokes, the necessary material 
for scape goating by political demogogues, sinners in the 
eyes of the churches, and mainly fools for not choosing the 
right parents to be born to. Its the poor who are told they are 
‘lazy and shiftless’ yet we know so many who work all day 
in the fields for so few dollars, still not enough to feed and 
shelter their families properly. Meanwhile well protected 
farmers the poor work for, burp over an overfed meal and 
decry property taxes which go to public schools. 

From the beginning of their lives, and even before that, 
the children of the poor are condemned just because they were 
born to a family who was poor, or the wrong color, or the 
wrong surname. A beginning they have nocontrolover, whose 
mothers can hardly afford to feed themselves or get the 
proper medical care—reserved by a so-called medical 
‘profession’ long dedicated to hypocracy and not an oath 
to administer medicine to the sick...—and then born with the 
chance that under nourishment will probably hamper their 
growth (we are told than an improper diet in the early child- 
hood does ‘irreplaceable damage to the brain’). 

These poor are also the much maligned welfare recepients 
who are great election fodder for the souless who have no 
other issue to get elected on. Inreality California has not one 
but two of the biggest welfare programs in the country, one 
is the tred mill prison which pits people between an endless 
bureaucracy which seems designed to keep them onstate aid, 
and county officals who gladly withdraw indigent relief to a 


family because someone makes a mere anonomous call that 


some man has visited the fatherless household. Some counties 


‘staff whole offices of investigators to snoop on people who, 


by strange virtue of receiving welfare, no longer have private 
lives or civil liberties. 

But on the other hand there is a big and teeming welfare 
program in this state which fee would like to freely admit. 
This consists of the vast Federal subsidies going to defense 
plants and every and all industries who handle defense con- 
tracts who inturn support vast suburbs of middle-class 
who are alienated from the cities and the responsibility for 
their fellow man. Then there is the little item of oil depletion 
allowances—some oil companies pay almost no state taxes 
while the poor and other students are faced with high college 
tuitions. And all such is only a mere sample of the real wel- 
fare industry which shows poor programs tobe the crumbs they 
really are. 

Those who get only the crumbs are the people who came to 
Sacramento on the 19th of June, Yet if they had been hoping 
for anything they would have been naieve, they knew the odds 
against them. 

Even a dialogue with the politicians who do seem to know 
of the real problems which the poor face is futile, little 
is ever accomplished. Also take the case of the actor- 
dancer senator from California, who as a member of a U.S. 


‘Senate committee, went all over the country with Senator 


Robert Kennedy yet could not see any poverty, though Kennedy 
said he saw plenty. All Senator Murphy ever does is claim 
that Californians are not really poor or bad off. To prove 
this he pulls out a pack of colored pictures of selected Watts 
residences which merely show the outside of houses in a ghetto. - 

In general it seems that such an exampleis about how deep 
and profound most politicians, conservative and liberal are 
willing to go in concerning themselves, Their real concern is 
truly for ‘‘another country’’ and has nothing to do with the 
‘other America’. 

To deal with a politician is, to deal with a politician, that 
is, there are ways and reasons for their nonsense. One can 
almost excuse their greed and selfish ways. The way they 
lose their conscience and vote on a basis of expediency, 
they are, afterall, fighting always for their jobs and attempt- 
ing to pay back those who got them elected. But there are 
others now coming into the political arena, and much like 
the actor from California, they are ‘something else’, and for 
the poor, ‘‘the last straw’’. 

Remember, the day was June 19th, and one of the objects 
of the poor on that day under a hot Sacramento sun was to 
seek out one of those ‘something else’ persons, or characters, 
that is, the Governor of California. Or better understood as 
the man who now plays the role of governor. 

You see, in the same way in which a tiger cannot lose his 
stripes, a man who has spent years following a script, sur- 
rounded by make-up men, prompters, directors, andsoon, is 
not liely to change his ways. The actor-politician like the ac- 
tor anywhere need only play a role, his public, it seems, 
could care less. We know that all the white middleclass ma- 
jority who elected Ronnie wanted a glamor puss who was 
merely capable of saying the right words in the simpliest 
of ways at the right time. So brain washed with Hollywood 
escape they demanded further retreat from the real problems, 
their answer was a ‘Ronnie Baby’. But to the poor who came 
to Sacramento, he was merely ‘something else’. 

For those demonstrating for an issue it was a rude awaken- 
ing to face someone who really at heart is ‘a political’, that 
is, truly does not give a damn for any issue, being only cap- 
able of playing a role at that time which is the most popular 
thing to do. Yes, the showman is never ‘for real’ and for 
some it was a great education to behold. 

Flanked by aides continually, the slightly aging has been 
actor looked a bit flushed, especially without the usual 
makeup. He had an almost red pallor streaked with a slightly 
blueish complextion, it was a face of frenzy. Without benefit 
of a retake, or rehearsal, or the fact that others do not 
always play their part in the necessary sterotype would put 
any good actor in a frenzy. And lets fact it, he is not a bad 
actor. 

Flanked by aids who engineered his everyother move 
he confided in newsmen, as if they were stage hands, as- 
suring them that he does not want to be sneaky or duck out 
on others, as he does just that when confronted by more 
people in protest then any amount of planning will handle. 
People whom he will later refer to as ‘rabble’ and as not 
really representative of the poor or ‘responsible spokesmen’. 

Reagan’s idea of a ‘responsible spokesman’ is like most, 
they are persons who they choose, such as the classic 
middle to upper-class ‘‘Tom’’ who is long removed in class 
from the poor. 

Then there does come a break, in between telling ‘them 
people a thing or to’ an aide spies two young kids among the 
demonstrating crowd. Quickly they are grabbed along with the 
right newsmen who will follow them into an executive office 
where jelly beans will be handed out to little brown and black 
hands kidnapped for political purposes. Somehow that seems 
to save the day, along with the usual catalogue of accusations 
about how ‘them poeple don’t really represent the poor who 
don’t act like that and are so angry after all we have done for 
them’ jive. Possibly in the future, one person suggests, either 


-the state cops can discipline such a “‘mob’’. Or it might be 


that the governor can keep on hand enough jelly beans to hand 
out to everybody. 

And that’s California folks, a great stage where anyone 
can grow up to be an actor...jelly beans, jelly beans... 


Problems Of A ‘Confidential Disease’ 


One of the biggest threats 
‘to public health in San Fran- 
eisco is VD. And although the 
Hunters Point-Bayview areais 
only third highest in terms 
of reported gonorrhea in- 
fections, it is such a state 
that in many ways it could be 
considered as an epidemic.

To the Health Clinic at 33 
Hunt Street, between Mission 
& Howard Streets, just off 
Third Street (5 Bus goes 
right by), there are still many 
serious problems, even 
though, they also have many 
good solutions. 

DILEMMA 

For instance, with gonor- 
rhea, if it can be caught in 
time there is, in mostall cas- 
es, a cure through the treat- 
ment of penicillin injections. 
But here many persons are 
telling themselves that they 
can be their own doctors and 


. treat themselves with other © 


medications, such as the pen- 


icillin pill, which does NOT. 


do the job. Another dilemma 
is that only every other person 
who gets gonorrhea is readily, 
in most cases, likely to know 
they have the disease. Thatis, 
males can readily detect if they 
are infected but women, for 
obvious reasons, cannot, The 
female therefore is least like- 
ly to seek out either a pri- 
vate doctor or the health clin- 
ic and hence is liable to a 
great deal of suffering. By 
the time she finds out if she 
‘has. the disease it is some- 
times too late, much harm will 
have been done, Andnot know- 
ing she has the disease, the 
female can possibly be able 
to infect others. 
Another dilemma is the myth 
that VDcan be caught in “other 


ical sources better than 99% 
of all who contract the disease 


are participating in the sex 
act, at the coincidental time. 
THERE IS A SOLUTION 
But all these problems 
needen’t come up if persons 


can be given the correct in- 


formation, First, the city clin- 
ic at 33 Hunt Street is open 
to any and all persons who 
might have any doubts. And, 
their cases are always confi- 
dential. Under no circum- 
stances can anyone else ac- 
quire information about who 
goes to a VD clinic, its all 
strictly confidential. 


_ “Statements made in confi- 
dence to personnel of the Pub- 
lic Health Venereal Disease 
Clinics as well as the records 
of saidconfidential statements 
are privileged against dis- 
closure from any source, 
whether courts of law, govern- 
mental agencies, public of- 
ficers or other persons.” 


Although some persons feel 
that to reveal the names of 
those they have had sex with 
to even confidential health of- 
ficials is ‘‘ratting’’ or ‘‘tell- 
ing’’ the problem remains that 
the failure to immediately dis- 
close such information can 
only endanger another per- 
son’s life. Otherwise, the best 
thing you could do for another 
person who might have given 


the disease is to also help’ 


them. As one official put it, 
such revelations are far too 
serious from the standpoint 
of the disease to be a real 
embarasement. Nor should a 
person hold their friend in 
blame. 


WOMEN OFTEN SUFFER 
THE MOST 

Because of the more dif- 

ficult detection by herself, 

a female is more apt to suf- 

fer the severe consequences 


of VD, Therefore, officials’ 


do recommend even a routine 


“checkup. 


The problem remains of; 
getting others who donot know’ 
or will not come to the clin-' 
ic to cooperate. Initially when) 
a person who is infected and 
does come to the clinic and 
is successfully treated there 
are immediately complica- 
are immediately complica-, 
tions. That is, who else has’ 
had contact with this person, 
who had an epidemic disease?! 
And this is a serious problem, 
which health officials have and! 


' are obligated to face, there-' 


fore they are very apt to con-| 
fidentially seek the assistance’ 
of those infected inorder that 
they may cure all others who 
might be infected with VD. 


Their (health officials) only 
concern is the immediate ir- 
radication of a serious health 
problem about to become a 
disaster. Therefore they seem 
not to be very fussy about 
names to the extent that they 
really want to treat the other 
person who might of had VD 
and gave it to the person who 
‘does get treated in their clin- 
ic. 

Health officials also know 
that today there are a larger 
number of youth being treated 
with infections, therefore they 
are stressing the need for 
more education and clinic ac- 
cess. Recently a law was, 
passed allowing persons under 
age to be so treated without 
parent consent, 

What does seem most saa 
is that despite the necessary 
confidentiality, the present 
abundance of educational ma- 
terial (films, pamphlets, etc. 
are available) and the fact that 
the disease can be isolated 
and possibly eliminated as a 
serious threat, VD is still a 
danger, serious enough to war- 
rent only our most sincere 
attention.

The U.S. Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
has recently gave out athree-. 
quarter million dillar grant to 
assist the poor in need of 
medical help through ateam of 
medical experts who will.go 
into the Hunters Point area 
during the summer. 


The money will enable alo- 
cal branch of the black Na- 
tional Medical Association, 
called the John Hale Medical 
Society to equip up to four 
teams of medical specialists 
for the work with the poor. 


Dr. Arthur Coleman, a 
medical doctor in Hunters 
Point-Bayview and a spokes-, 
man for. the local society 
stated that the new grant will 
assist in overcoming the pres- 
ent system whereby only the 
rich and privileged receive 
needed medical care. 


He further pointed out that 
present programs area ‘‘per- 
petuation of the dual system 
we have had for too long in 
this country.”’ There are pres- 
ently too many economic and 
social barriers in the path of 
the poor who are also in need 
of proper medical care. 


Under the program local 
aids will also be hired to as- 
sist the team. 


SCHOOL MONEY FOR 
HUNTERS POINT 


Included in a million dollar 
school grant will be over half- 
million dollars for the local 
Hunters Point Southeast Edu- 
cational Development project, 
which was reported extensive- 
ly in the last issue of the 
SPOKESMAN. The program 
calls for a large amount of 
community participation in the 
overall improvement of Hun- 
ters Point schools. 


The grant was given to San 
Francisco through the Central 
Cities project of the U.S. Of- 
fice of Education.

Welfare News 


The ‘‘Paper Curtain” 
which traditionally has 
obstructed social services to 
people receiving Old Age 
Assistance will be removed as 
of Monday, June 17, 1968, 
according to Ronald H. Born, 
General Manager of the San 
Francisco Department of 
Social Services. The major 
breakthrough in the Old Age 
Security Program is a result 
of new state regulations. It 
provides for simplification of 
the application process and 
separation of financial aid 
from services. The needy aged 
will no longer by subjected to 
a detailed application 
interview and _ involved 
verification procedures, with 
an annual ‘‘renewal 
investigation” to continue 
aid. Under the new 
procedure, applicants will 
complete a form stating assets 
and needs. The forms will be 
audited and verified on a 
random sample basis, similar 
to that used for individual 
income tax returns. A new 
declaration form will be filed 
annually by recipients. 


An eligibilitys Worker, a 
new Civil Service 
classification, will help 
applicants with the new form 
and will compute the budget. 
Social workers, relieved of 
the budgetary functions, can 
now concentrate on giving 
increased and _ improved 
services in depth to the aged 
faced with problems in 
addition to financial need. 
Among the services available 
to persons receiving aid to the 
aged through the Department 
of Social Services are medical 
care, homemaker and 
attendant care, food 
coupons and counseling in 
dealing with personal 
problems. 


The new program will 
apply to the over 13,500 
current recipients of Old Age 
Security as well as new 
applicants. Persons aged 65 or 
over who are in financial need 
and are not receiving 
assistance can _ benefit 
immediately from the new 
approach. The average 
amount of monthly assistance 
under OAS is $110.35. For

Elder Benefits 


For older people and other 
beneficiaries who continue to 
work, the recent changes in 
social security will enable 
them to make more money 
and still draw some or all of 
their social security benefits. 


Rodent Control 


There is a continuing need 
for rodent control in San 
Francisco. Rat problems seem 
to be heavier in those areas of 
the city where general 
sanitary measures are 
neglected. When householders 
keep their premises 
structurally sound and clean, 
rodent control follows as a 
matter of course and requires 
very little follow-up effort. A 
four point program that, if 
followed consistently, will 
practically insure  rat-free 
premises is as follows: 

1. STARVE THEM OUT: - 
This means to eliminate all 
possible food sources by 
keeping garbage and refuse in 
tightly covered metal 
containers. Keep the premises 
clean of all food stuffs and 
food refuse. 

2. REMOVE THEIR 
SHELTER: - Store lumber, 
boxes and other materials at 
least eighteen inches above 
the floor or ground. Keep 
basements clean and orderly. 
Rats like to nest in dark, 
enclosed spaces. 

3. BUILD THEM OUT: - 
Close all holes in exterior 
walls as well as spaces around 
doors, windows, etc. Any 
opening one half inch in size 
is large enough for a rat to get 
through. 

4. KILL THEM: .- 

Poisoned bait is 
recommended as the _ best 
means of killing rats. Follow 
directions on the poison label 
and observe precautions. 
Traps are recommended 
where infestations are small, 
or as follow-up after the use 
of bait. Both traps and some 
baits are a hazard to children 
and to pets, so be careful! 
_ On again, and off again rat 
control efforts are not 
satisfactory. Rats will quickly 
reinfest and _ repopulate 
premises where _ control 
measures are relaxed. The 
four measures outlined 
should become a part of 
routine maintenance for 
every householder.

The amount of money a 
person can earn in a year and 
still draw all his social 
security benefits has been 
raised. Beginning with 1968, 
a person who makes as much 
as $1,680 can still collect all 
of his social security benefits. 
Even if he earns considerably 
more than that, he may still 
draw some benefits. The old 
law had set that limit at 
$1,500, through 1967. 

Here’s how it now works. 
If you are working regularly 
and do not earn more than 
$1,680 a year in wages, you 
will receive all of your social 
security benefits each month. 

If you are working 
regularly and make more than 
$11,680 a year, $1 will be 
withheld from your benefits 
for each $2 you make over 
$1,680, and up to $2,880. If 
you make more than $2,880, 
$1 will be deducted from 
your benefits for each $1 you 
make above that amount. 

However, regardless of 
your total earnings for the 
year, you will receive your 
social security check for any 
month in which you do not 
earn more than $140 in wages 
and are not active in 
self-employment. This means 
that you could make any 
amount over $1,680 a year, 
and still receive your checks 
for any month that you do 
not work, but with 
deductions against the 
months you do work. 
Remember, these new 
provisions may apply to 
earnings in 1968. The old law 
applies to earnings and 
benefits in 1967. 

As in the old law, there are 
no deductions takens from 
your social security benefits 
for any month after you 
reach 72, regardless of how 
much you earn in the year. 

The provisions of the 
retirement test apply also to 
dependents of people who are 
receiving disability benefits, 
but not to the disabled 
worker himself. Special rules, 
including medical 
considerations, apply to 
people who are receiving 
benefits because of disability. 

About 760,000 people 
across the country are 
expected to receive some 
$175 million in additional 
benefits during 1968, as a 
result of this change. 


About 1.4 million people 
over 65 who missed out on 
singing up for the 
supplementary medical 
insurance under 
medicare--which helps pay 
doctors’ bills and other 
medical bills: not covered 
under hospital insurance--will 
also miss out on some new 
benefits unless they take 
advantage of the period now 
open to enroll, provided by 
recent legislation. 

These people will be 
receiving an application blank 
in the mail soon which will 
give them through April 1 to 
indicate whether or not they 
want the supplementary 
coverage. If they sign up by 
April 1, their coverage will 
begin July 1, 1968. The 
premium paid by the person 
who enrolls on time will be 
$4 a month, matched dollar 
for dollar by the 
Government--so the insurance 
is worth twice the amount of 
the premiums people pay for 
it. 

Those who miss-out on 
this second chance to take 
the supplementary protection 
will have to wait another 
year, and pay a premium that 
is 10 percent higher for each 
full year they could have had 
the medical insurance, but

were not enrolled. Those now 
enrolling, who for a year or 
longer had been eligible but 
had not signed up, will pay an 
additional premium of 40 
cents a month above the $4. 

A person who is not 
enrolled for medical 
insurance may henceforth 
enroll during the first 3 
months of any year, provided 
this period begins within 3 
years after he had his first 
opportunity to enroll. People 
already 65 or older who do 
not have medical insurance 
may enroll through April 1, 
1968; if they do not enroll by 
that date, they will have to 
wait until 1969 for another 


opportunity to do so: 

If you are the son or 
daughter or guardian of an 
elderly parent who is a bit 
absent-minded or has reading 
difficulty, and you are not 
sure whether he or she is 
signed up for medical 
insurance, we suggest you 
check to see whether that 
elderly person gets the letter 
in January offering this 
opportunity to enroll. You 
may want to advise him, or 
help him be sure the 
application for this important 
protection is mailed back. 
Remember, more than 9 out 
of 10 people over 65 already 
have it! 


Total Gun Outlaw? 


A statement prepared by 
E.A. Dawley, Chief Counsel 
of the Bayview-Hunters Point 
Office of the San Francisco 
Neighborhood Legal 
Assistance, not only 
commenting on the present 
situation and gun law now 
being considered here in San 
Francisco, but makes a more 
broad ‘proposal to eliminate 
all firearms. 

Ignored by the local press, 
Dawley urged the Supervisors 
to hold a hearing on a gun 
law with much broader 
implications then is being 
presently considered. 

As he pointed out: “The 
proposition that Medgar 
Evers, President John 
Kennedy, Malcolm X, Dr. 
Martin Luther King, and 
Senator Robert Kennedy 
would be alive today if the 
guns that killed them had 
been registered, is certainly 
not obvious.” 

Although not denying that 
registration might be all that 
is “legally and politically” 
possible, Dawley considers 
that further inquiry should be 
made. 

“Would not an adequate 
inquiry dictate that we begin 
with consideration of a 
broader proposition; for 
example, considering if there 
should be a total ban on 
firearms, and calling a hearing 
to consider passage of a basic 
ordinance such as_ the 
following: 


“No person ‘or persons, 
including policemen, nor 
any CONE CTE LION, 


organization, or agency, 

shall knowingly, within 

the City and County of 

San Francisco, California, 

own, possess, have custody 

of, transport, carry, buy, 
or discharge any pistol, 
revolver, rifle, hunting 
rifle, nor any other 
firearm, not any bullet or 
ammunition designed for _ 
or that may or could be 
used in any firearm.” 
QUESTIONS NEW LAW 
FOR POOR 

Another important 
consideration, it is pointed 
out, seems to be the possible 
effects of the gun registration 
ordinance on the poor. 

“The poor are too often 
required to bear more than a 
fair share of burdens for any 
and all social reforms, 
benefits, privileges, rights, 
and obligations,” Dawley 
pointed out in proposing that 
a registration fee be waived 
for poor who cannot afford 
to pay the fee, “they are 
automatically turned into 
criminals by virtue of this 
bill.” 

“At this point it should be 
recalled that charging zoo 
admission and increasing bus 
fare is presently being 
contemplated. In_ this 
connection also, we have a 
suggestion for Mayor Alioto 
in connection with his call for 
a voluntary turn-in of guns. A 
poor man who has paid $20 
or $30 for a gun, or whatever 
they cost, is not likely to 
GIVE it away. Wes would 
suggest to Mayor Alioto that 
jhe might get more poor

Dear Beanie: 


Do rubbers really work? 
Jim, 


Dear Jim, 

You sound as though you have heard about cases where 
rubbers, (or as they are often called—condoms) didn’t work. 
Or maybe you have experienced failure which you attribute 
to the fault of rubbers. 

Like every form of birth control rubbers must be used 
correctly to be effective, to insure against pregnancy. The 
purpose of a rubber is to cover the penis. That is why 
rubbers are used as protection against VD also. As a birth 
control measure, however, the purpose is to keep the man’s 
sperm from entering the body of the female. 

Therefore, the first and most important requirement of a 
rubber is that it must not leak. If you buy a reliable brand 
the rubber has been tested at the factory by modern testing 
methods which can be counted upon to pick out even the 
smallest imperfections. The best place to purchase rubbers 
is at a drug store from a clerk who can recommend a good 
brand. It is wiser not to buy them except at drug stores 
though they are sold in other places too. A rubber can be 
re-used if, by filling it with water and placing it on a paper 
towel, you can see there is no leaking onto the towel. 
However, a safe rule is never to use a condom or rubber 
that you are not sure of. 

Another safety measure is to spread a contraceptive 
cream or jelly over the outside of the rubber before use. 

Since the safety of a rubber is in keeping sperm and egg 
apart, a rubber that becomes torn during intercourse is not 
effective. One way of guarding against this is the use of jelly 
or cream and more important still, is in allowing an extra 
space at the tip of the rubber when putting it on. Another 
safeguard in case of tearing or in case the rubber comes off 
during intercourse, is in the immediate use of a 
contraceptive cream or jelly by the woman. 


Dear Beanie: 
Is it true that a boy or man misses something when he 
uses a rubber? 


Dear B.B. 

Some men object using rubbers, because, yes, they feel 
that they are missing something. Years ago condoms were 
made of heavy rubber, and this was even more true then. 
Latex rubber is used now, and rubbers can be made strong 
and yet very thin, making them more acceptable. 

One type, more expensive than the latex variety, is made 
of sheep intestines and these are known as “skin” condoms. 
They are very reliable and are claimed to be pleasanter to 
use because they do not remain cold as do the rubber ones. 


Dear Beanie: 

I hear that they are going to teach children about sex at 
school. Do you think that is the best way for them to get 
the facts? Won’t children talk about such subjects among 
themselves?

Dear Worried Mother, 

If you have a chance to go to the parents meeting at 
your school when the new Family Life education program 
is being discussed, I think that you will be most happily 
surprised to discover that a wonderful plan is being made 
for teaching this whole subject. It will certainly include 
Sex, but that is only one part of the whole course which 
will be presented to children at each grade level according 
‘to their ability to understand and according to their interest, 

Our children will learn a great deal about human, 
behavior generally. They will have a better understanding of 
themselves, as well as of other people, and of relationships 
within the family. 

Many families are not able to give their children this sort 
of instruction. Many parents become embarassed at the 
thought of explaining how life begins and in consequence 
the children learn these important and basic matters from 
each other, and most of the time they get inaccurate and 
false information which is much worse than no 
information. And it seems to me that children are given the 
facts of life by a well-trained teacher, the children will then 
discuss among themselves what they have learned that is 
accurate and free of distorted and confusing issues.

QUESTION: In a fit of an- 
ger at my steady boy friend, 
I went to the apartment of a 
man I scarcely know and had 
intercourse with him. Now I 
am planning to be married but 
am. worrying as to whether or 
am worrying as to whether 
I could have caught something 
from this other man, His apar- 
tment was very dirty and I 
presume he is not too clean 
about himself either. 

I wore adiaphragm and used 
delphen cream — would this 
be any protection against di- 
sease? Is there any way a Wo- 
man would know? What kind 
of symptoms would [| have? 


-I am embarrassed to go to 


my regular doctor as he knows 
the man J am to marry. Iknow 
I could go to the county VD 
clinic but hate to volunteer 
myself onto a “record in 
somebody’s file’’ if it is not 
necessary, 

If I do have something, will 
it begin to show up in my boy- 
friend in some external man- 
ner? I know it will be the end 
between us if he ever suspects, 
ANSWER: The two most im- 
portant diseases transmitted 
by veneral or sexual contact 
are gonorrhea and syphilis, 
Gonorrhea inthe male appears 
1 to 14 days after sexual con- 
tact and is made known by 
burning, itching and a dis- 
charge from the urethra, In 
the female there may be the 
same symptoms but they are 
not so obvious, In fact, a wo- 
man may not be aware at all 
that she has gonorrhea until 
her male friend (s) raise (s) 
this possibility. 

Syphilis is a more com- 
plicated disease. Its first 
stage is a chancre, or pain- 
less ulcer, appearing on the 
penis, vulva, in the vagina, 
mouth, rectum, on the finger 
or any other place where sex- 
ual contact has been made, 
Untreated, the chancre will 
disappear but more serious 
stages of the disease follow. 
Blood tests show the presence 
of syphilis 30 to 90 days 
after the initial sexual contact, 

Personal cleanliness is 
certainly important for health 
reasons but one may contact 
a veneral disease from the 
most compulsively neat per- 
sonally tidy individual. VD 
does not respect social class, 


Sek off bus here. 


We are well aware of VD in 
certain population groups be- 
cause they are treated in clin- 
ics which keep accurate sta- 
tisties and report their find- 
ings to the state as required 
by law. Most private phys- 
icians probably do not report 
cases of VD among their pat- 
ients, 

Your personal physician is the 
keeper of many secrets and 
one more won’t overburden 
him, If you feel more com- 
fortable, however, consult a- 
nother gynecologist. City and 
County VD clinics exist to 
treat and check disease. Rec- 
ords are confidential and while 
this issue may be paramount 
in your life it won’t be un- 
usual to them (In San Fran- 
cisco such a clinic is lo- 
cated at 33 Hunt Street, just 
off Third between Howard and 
Mission Streets, the #15 Bus 
will take you right to it.) 

California and other states 
require a physical examin- 
ation and a blood test for 
syphilis before one may be 
married, A diaphragm and/- 
or vaginal creme will not pre- 
vent venereal disease, 

If veneral diseases were not 
associated with shame and 
guilt they could soon be en- 
tirely eliminated from our so- 
ciety. Those who suspect ehey 
may have a communicable di- 
sease would promptly seek 
medical attention and urge 
their friends to do the same, 
The prevention and treatment 
of disease is an act of love, 
QUESTION: Is it possible to 
get a venereal disease in the 
bathroom? 

ANSWER: It is certainly pos- 
sible to get a venereal disease 
in the bathroom but the floors 
are usually cold and hard, In 
other words, only inthe rarest 
of circumstances could one 
contract a venereal disease 
other than by intimate phys- 
ical contact, 

QUESTION: My boyfriend had 
a discharge from his penis, 
saw a doctor and was treated 
for gonorrhea, J haven’t no- 
ticed any symptoms in my- 
self. Is it necessary that I 
get a checkup? If so where 
can [ go? I have very little 
money and no regular doc- 
tor, 

ANSWER: Gonorrhea in the 
male usually. makes itself 
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known by a penile discharge, 
itching and burning on uri- 
nation, In the female, how- 
ever, there may be less ob- 
vious symptons or no symp- 
toms at all. If your boyfriend 
had gonorrhea (and I assume 
you two are friendly) there 
is a good chance you may 
have it also, even though you 
may feel perfectly well. Most 
cities of any size operate 
clinics where you may re- 
ceive treatment of venereal 
diseases free of charge. If 
you are a college student you 
may go'to your student heaith 
service. 

In San Francisco the City 
Clinic is at 33 Hunt Street, 
between Mission and Howard, 
just off Third Street. The 
#15 bus goes right by. Hours 
are: ‘Tuesday, .Wednesday & 
Friday, 8 a.m, to 4 p.m. Mon- 
day & Thursday 9:30 a.m, to 
6 p.m, 

QUESTION: I should like to 
know the physical dangers, 
if any, for the passive part- 
ner in anal intercourse. I 
enjoy that sexual experience 
very much, 

ANSWER: Because of the many 
letters I receive from males 
and females concering anal 
intercourse, I recently con- 
sulted a noted proctologist. 
His opinion is that anal in- 
tercourse is not physically 
harmful when done in moder= 
ation. When performed fre- 
quently (and don’t ask me to 
define frequent) there may be 
a tendency for the passive 
partner to develop earlier in 
life conditions usually found 
a decade or two later — such 
as hemorrhoids and a loosen- 
ing of the anal sphincter or 
muscles controlling the anus, 

Theoretically, one would 
expect a high incidence of 
urinary tract infections in the 
active partner because FE. coli 
bacteria, which most com- 
monly cause urinary tract in- 
fections, are normally found 
in the rectum. but clinically 
no increase in-urinary tract 
infections in active partners 
has been observed, 

Rectal VD is a real dan- 
ger of anal intercourse bes 
cause the carrier usually 
shas no symptoms, Both gon- 
orrhea and syphilis may be 
found,

Few Apprenticeships 
Aecording to an analysis of 
minority employment patterns 
in’ major joint labor-manage- 
ment apprenticeship programs 
here in California, there is 
a low participation of black 


citizens in the Carpentry, 
Electrical, and Pipefitter- 
Plumber apprenticeships. 

The study was made by the 
Federal Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission. 

The breakdown is as fol- 
lows: For California. Carpen- 
-try, 58 Black citizens out of 
1,850, or 3.1%; Electrical, 26

or 1.5%; Pipefitter-Plumber, 
8 Black citizens out of 1,449,’ 
or 0.5%,
